Mes, Beott-Siddons as "“Lady Macbeth.'

Last evening Mra. Beolt-diddons appearcd as
“Lady Mnaobeth” to the largest aundlence Lhat
has yot attended her parformanoes, We are not
among thoss who think that an exaggerated
physioal development is essential in the actress
who would sucoessfully reprosent this charao-
ter; on the contrary, we bave always been in
clined to imagine “Lndy Macbeth" ns a littlie
woman, and that Mre. Biddons approximates to
our ideal rather prepossessed us in her favor
That she laocks the thews and sinews of Char
lokte Cushman I8, however, apparenlly the only
guoalification she bas for the part, How much
her succeas in comedy roles was due Lo her very
attractive personal appearance, her engaging
manners, and her lively and anlmated alylo,
rather than 1o her merlls A8 An AoLress, was
made painfully apparent when she undertook
to interpret this stern traglc character.

The reading of the letter, and the subsequent
interview with *Macbelh,” the lnelting him to
commit the murder, and the awfal socene where
the erime is consnmmalod, were rendered in n
ranting style that any school girl with sufMelent
pell-possession Lo appear before an audience
ecould eanlly have equalled. We have never
peen anylbing more crade or unsatlafaciory
from an solress who professed Lo nnderstand
the rudiments of her art, Mra Slddons' ges-
tures were nellhér elegant nor appropriate
The words,

“Yat do 1 fear thy nature:
It 18100 full o' the milk of human kindness
§1To catoh the nearest way.'
ghe {llustrated by a violent eclulching at the
alr, as if siriving Lo oaton sometning; and in the

POsALS,

“Hie theo hither,
That I may ponr my spirits ip thy ear,
And ohastise with the vigor of my tongue
All that impedes thee from the golden round
‘W hich fate and mol:d:nyulcul ald doth seem
To have thee crowned witbal,"

she beokoned violently, as If Lo hurry * Mao-
beth’ on the stnge, and indicated the “golden
round” by desoriblng & olrcle with her fingor
above her head. And so we mlight go on mul-
tiplying instances of similar character.

Mre, Slddons’ elocution, too, was palpably de-
feotlve, and her emphasis wasalmost invariably
given in the wrong plaoce. We do not argue for
traditional usages in matters of ihis kind, and
if an aotress can evolve A new meaning, well
and good. The effect of Mrs. Slddons' misap-
plied emphasis, however, was Lo make non-
gemso of the text, and to our mind she had no
partioular idea of any meaning to be expressed,
All these peculiarities may be evidences ol
gonius, but we do not think so.

The first Indication Mrs Siddons gave that
she had any olear conception of the part she
was playlvog was in the seene In the third act
immedistely preceding tbe banquet, the frsi
scene in which she appears after the murder of

““Buncan.” Then her manner was subdued,
.she seemed diglrail and oppressed by
the weight of her crime; and while

erdeavoring to assume an alr of easo and un.
-oonstraint before the attendants, and to en-
courage her husband, she clung to him for sup_
port, and the remembrance of “Duncan’s’
blood ccoupled her mind o the exclusion of
other thoughts, Doringtho banquel scens, too,
while "Macbeth” was raving at *Banquo's'
ghost, ouly by an effort was she able Lo rouse
herself to Lthe task of explaining matters to the
;guests, and more than once she sank back In
her seat &8 if exhausted, nervously olntchiong
at the arms of the throne aond drawlng her
robes about her ln a preoccapied way, Tuisls
Row we understood Mrs Blidons, and whogesr
it was & correct Interpretation or not, |

scarcely necessary for ns lo discuss now, Al
any rale li was lnielligent sactiog, whish 1s
much more than we oan gay for Lhe previous
portions of the performance, The sleep-wallk-
ing scene was tolerably well done, although 1t
geemed an effort rather than en inspiration.

Mre.Siddone 1s evidenily at her best income-
dy, and such a heavy tragic part as “Lady Mac
beth” Is certainly beyond her powers, Not
navipg seen ber in “Jullet,” weo will not under-
take to say whether or not she Is equal to
Jjuvenile tragedy; but we bég ber to remember,
in any case, thiat rant is peither forelble nor
cxpressive.

Mr. Harkins played "Macbelh" like & pano-
YAama man explainipng the pletures, He was
‘extremely confidentinl with the andlence, and
appeared to think that they would not ba able
to understand the drift of the argument unless
he explained it in a plensantly famlliar sort ot
way. Bome of Mr, Hwmrkios' readings had
the merit of novelty at least, althongn
thestyle in which he mixed up the text can
scarcely be copsldered asu improvemsnt on
Bhakespeare, As for the resl of Lthe cast, Lthe
prompler was the besl man among them, for
he did give the unadolteraled text so that it
could be heard Lo the remolest corner of the
hounse.

We wish that some enterprising manager
would forgel the traditlons of the siage, and
obligeus by announciog *AMacbeth’ to be per.
formed without Locke's musle., Wethink tuut
Locke was & humbug, at any rate we are sure
his musio “entire” is # nulsance thut wo
would gladly see abated.
